Where their
residence has not been an actual con-
tinuous one without absence they must
furnish a speeial affidavit clearly show-
ing the number of times they have been
absent, as well as the cause for and
dates when each absence commenced and
terminated.

When heads of families, they must
show whether or not, their respective
families have resided with them upon
the tract claimed, and when not so re-
siding the reasons for thair failure to
do so,

In the present case,I am of the opin-
ion that it is an attempt to obtain title
to the land through fraud, and an eva-
sion of the law; therefore the original
homestead, and final commutation cash
entries, are held for cnncellatiou.
